Subject: Apprehension of alleged agent. 

The Bavarian BP Komoissariat F\irth im Wald reports : 

"On May* 19, 1950, the Czech Bvzen VITEK (bora on July 17, 1924 in Stidne in the 
district of Kamenice/CSR, married, chemist, inmate of the Valka camp in Nflmberg) 
wa s arrested by BP Stella Waldraflnchen for repeated illegal crossing of the border 
and was delivered with proper charges to the court jail in c ha® t 

Investigations have brought out that Vitek crossed the border the first time illegally 
from the C SR to Bavaria on 3/4 Nov, 1949, near Selb. He said that he met with a CIC 
officials in Selb and returned at once to the CSR. On Dec 20, 1949, he crossed again 
the border illeg ally near Selb in order to Grade arrest in the CSB * Then he was # 
tried before the Military Court in Hof and sent into the V^lka camp in Nflrnberg. 

On April 17 j, 1950, he was again apprehended after illegal crossing near Hftll and was 
delivered to the court Jail in Cham. At that time he carried a C ze ch identification.; 
card No. 200701/26 issued to Petr MAVRATH (chemist, born on duly 1,. 1920, in Pilseri/ 
CSRj'On Oct 10, 1949, by the chief of police in Pilsen/CSR. Apparently he used that * 
name, too. 

On May 19, the day when Vitek was apprehended, an automobile was stopped on the 
Tfeldmfinchen-BBll road and the following occupants of the. car were checked: 

lj) Or, Josef URBA^L physician, born on May 21st, 1910, in Kattcnritz, 
living at Neo-Ulm, Kirchstrasse 11; 

2) Walter Schulte, pharmacist, German, married, bom on July 12, 1917 in 
Essen/Westfolen, son of Josef and rranzieka Schulte nee Lhotak, living 
at FrankfurtyMain, Schaumainkai No. 15; 

3/ A lfred- WALDMANN . commercial agent, bom on August 12, 1920, in Prague,' 
single, son of *arl and Waldroann nee Ziegler, living at Mlmberg, 

Fflrtherstrasse 160 

T£eae persons said they were waiting for a man, whose name they did not want to 
divulge# From their conversation it could be taken that it was Vitek they were 
waiting for. ‘ J) 

At the earae time, 2 women were checked at the H’aldmttnchen HP station, 1 who had come 
by taxicab from Wunsidel to Waldraflnchen for the purpose of callii^ for a certain 
Hoffmann. Ttie names of the two women were: / 

1) Uargit WALDMANN, maid, bom on July 9, 1925, in Karlebad/CSR/; 

2) Irma ROtfEL /Agricultural teacher, bom on March 4, 1929, in Libkowitz. 
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The two women are living in Wunsttel, UaxiiniiiaBstrasse 25, and are said to be 
cloyed by an African secret agency in Wunsiedel. It is assumed that "Hoffmann" 
ivas also identical with tho apprehended Vitek, 

Prom the above it may be concluded that Vitek is actually workine for an America
